And What Have- You

The Pipers will open District 7-A 
play this week with the Munday 
Moguls. And since this is the first 
time (at least in a long time) for 
Hamlin to play Munday we thought 
it might be well to mention a couple 
of things. 
The Munday stadium is on the 
Knox City-Munday highway so if 
you go to Munday by way of Knox 
City you will go by it but if you go 
by way of Haskell you will need to 
turn left at the light in downtown 
Munday. 
And for those of you who wonder 
what a Mogul is we offer the 
following definition we found in 
“Webster’s Dictionary of Proper 
Names.” 
“Moguls (1526-1857) The Indian 
Muslim dynasty founded at Delhi 
by Babur, who claimed descent 
from Tamburlaine (hence the 
name, a corruption of ‘Mongol’). 
Under Akbar (died 1605) and the 
last great emperor, Aurungzebe 
(died 1707), the Mogul Empire 
extended over almost all India. 
Thereafter their power was broken 
by the Mahrattas, although they 
ruled at Delhi until the last nominal 
emperor was deposed by the 
British.” 


A great deal has already been 
printed and said about the first 
debate held last Thursday between 
Jimmy Carter and Gerald Ford. 
We would guess that they came out 
about even since some polls show 
one ahead and other polls have the 
other one ahead. 
(One thing for sure—the loss of 
sound for 28 minutes did not cause 
near as much trouble as did the loss 
of the Cowboy game on KRBC-TV 
Sunday) 
Personally, we were not overly 
impressed with either candidate 
but this may have been more the 
fault of the panelists who asked the 
same old tired questions. 
One of the best columns that we 
have read on the debates is one by 
Frank Baker of Fort Stockton. He 
did a column on the similarities 
and the differences between the 
1960 Kennedy-Nixon debates and 
the Ford-Carter variety. His 
thoughts on the subject follow: 
The opener in the current series 
resembles the 1960 slug-outs in 
these ways: 
1. The Democratic candidate 
(Carter) is younger and hand­ 
somer than the Republican, as was 
1960’s Democrat (Kennedy). 
2. Carter, like Kennedy, projects 
more charm and a more in­ 
tellectual approach to the debate 
atmosphere—he uses bigger words

in a faster flow than President 
Ford (although nothing like as fast 
as Kennedy). Carter also has 
better eye contact 
with the 
television camera than Ford and 
projects somewhat better, as did 
Kennedy. 
3. Carter is the cooler and less 
emotional of the two debaters, as 
was JFK. 
The places where the similarities 
end and the discrepancies show up 
struck me this way: 
1. 
Ford 
has 
much 
more 
organization of his arguments than 
Carter—and Kennedy was well 
ahead of Nixon in that area. 
2. Ford speaks less intellectually 
than Carter, and thus in a more 
down-to-earth manner. Although 
somewhat less beguiling, he seems 
more genuine and has a more 
“down-to-earth” image—a distinct 
advantage in this campaign. Nixon 
never seemed down-to-earth or at 
ease with the audience. Ford does. 
3. Nixon as an incumbent elected 
vice-president in the popular 
Eisenhower administration had 
everything to lose and nothing to 
gain by entering into debate with 
the lesser-known Senator Kennedy. 
He started the debates ahead and 
ended them behind. Ford started 
out better known than Carter, too, 
but he was not elected to either the 
vice-presidency or the presidency, 
so he has less to lose by head-to- 
head, confrontation than did Nixon. 
He also was running behind Carter 
in the polls before the debates, and 
undoubtedly will begin to catch up 
more and more. He also has to 
make a lot of people forget they 
ever heard of Ronald Reagan—and 
he’s doing a good job of that. 
Our picks for the best arguments 
of both men read like this: 
1. Ford’s bests were the com­ 
ments about how much the expense 
of Georgia’s state government rose 
after Carter got through re­ 
organizing and streamlining it, and 
his catching Carter in error when 
he tried to portray Ford as the 
champ in a number of vetoes for all 
time (lots of presidents used many, 
many more). 
2. Carter’s bests were when he 
jabbed Ford about his current 
desire to give Americans a tax cut 
(“Mr. Ford takes the same attitude 
Republicans always take in the last 
three months before election...they 
always fight for the programs 
they’re against for the other three 
years)—AND when he reminded 
the President that he’s not part of 
that awful Democratic congress 
Ford tried to blame for all his 
troubles—and that Ford was in fact 
part of the Nixon administration.
